Claims 1-6 and 10-20 are pending. Claims 1-6 and 10-20 are 
rejected. Re-examination and reconsideration are requested. 

In the Office Action, paper number 13, dated May 5, 2003, 

25 the examiner rejected claims 1, 5, and 6 under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) 
as being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as obvious over Menke, et ai., U.S. Patent No. 5, 841, 744 
("""Menke") . The examiner also rejected claims 2-4 and 10-20 under 
35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Menke.
